Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
and a submission, filed on 20 May, 2009.

The remaining claims are not readable on the 
originally presented invention because the orginal claims were drawn to a device while the current claims are drawn to a method of 
making a device.
